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DIGESTS OF CURRENT NYC THEATRE REVIEWS 


A Loss of Roses- O'Neill 11/28. 1 pro- News- and 6 
con- filed on new play by William Inge with Betty Field, Carol 
Haney, Warren Beatty, staged by Daniel Mann, presented by 
Saint Subber and Lester Osterman. Sole affirmative notice 
by Chapman, News, approved script for probing gently and 
with sympathy into the three main characters presented and 
the convincing playing. Majority of dissenters panned play 
as dullest Inge has written , while most praised acting as best 
as could be expected. Atkinson, Times, found the emotional 
problems of the characters as dull as they are, the direction 
and acting literal with no third dimension in the only dull play 
Inge has written. Kerr, Herald Tribune , admitted he found 
himself feeling sorry for the characters, but it didn't help him 
to like any of them in play whose content and construction is 
exceedingly small, narrow and airless, Coleman, Mirror, pan- 
ned skimpy, underwritten play which the producers would have 
been wiser to keep out-of-town longer for revision. Watts, Post, 
fears that after four excellent plays in succession Inge has fin- 
ally written a very bad play, completely ineffectual in which only 
the Haney role comes to life. McClain, Journal American, listed 
as a poor and purposeless play inspite of an exquisitely mounted 
set by Boris Aronson. Aston, World Telegram & Sun, marked 
play as unfortunate and unreal, though he did i:ot the exceptional 
skill of Beatty. 


Lysistrata- Phoenix- 11/24. 7 cons- unanimous- filed on 
second Phoenix production of season, Jean Gascon directing a 
new version of Aristophanes comedy by Dudley Fitts with Nan 
Martin and Gerry Jedd. All panned script as dull and unfunny 
the unusual flesh-colored costumes by Will Steven Armstrong. 
News and Journal American reviewers reminded that it was a 
pity Once Upon a Mattress was ousted for poor revival, Atkin- 
son, Times, suggested that it is possible the Fitts translation 
was hurt by the frisky, over-eager performance in which the 
single joke in the script becomes monotonous. Kerr, Herald 
Tribune, hopes the Phoenix can survive the production with dig- 
nity for he feared the director was courageous and out-of- his 
mind in playing it for the maximum of sex activity instead of 
the required degree of stylization. Ancient plot may also need 
new dialogue by Abe Burrows or George Axelrod, Herald Trib- 
une aisle-sitter thought. Chapman, News, doubted if he had ever 
seen anything more witless and with less taste. The actors were 
excused from the bellowed lewdities while exhibiting nudities. 
Coleman, Mirror, didn't like the strip-tease, custard pie version 
which at times was downright embarassing. Reviewer thinks the 
Phoenix has gone off the deep-end this sea 9n in its selection of 
revivals and in its mounting of them. Watts, Post, also felt play 
itself is a bore, and needs a long rest, the production he rated 
tedious and seemingly embarassingly kittenish. McClain, Jour- 
nal American, concluded it was tasteless and revolting with 
inappropriate costumes, Aston, World Telegram & Sun, liked 
people involved and David Amram's off-stage music but he 
wonders why it was presented as slapstick with singular en - 
tendres. 


John Gabriel Borkman- Sullivan St- 11/25 1 pro- World 
Telegram & Sun- and 1 con- Times- filed on new addition to 
repertory, Ibsen play to alternate with Waltz of the Toreadors. 
Krisher, WTS, applauded stirring production of 1896 play, the 
cast and direction show careful preparation and a respect for 
the theatre-goer, though some of the actors are green. Calta, 
Times, vetoed proceedings for script was beyond capacities of 
company. Though play is a compact and intensely written char- 
acter play, it does not receive at the hands of a rather inexper- 
ienced troupe, the vibrant interpretation that it requires, he sum- 
med, 


ANTA Twin Bill Frost & MacLeish-De Lys- 11/24, Gelb, 
Times, noted that Greater ANTA matinee performances of Rob- 
ert Frost's A Masque of Reason and Archiblad MacLeish's This 
Music Crept by Me Upon the Waters were provocative examples 
of the styles that distinguish each. Frost play is an engaging dis- 
cussion between Satan and God that gets a poor production from 
a limp cast directed by Richard Kuss, while the MacLeish play - 
let was rather fragile though given a good production by an excell- 
ent cast staged by Alan Myerson. Alfred Sandor, Joan Copeland , 
Peg Murray were in latter. 


The Warrior's Husband- Equity Library Theatre 12/1. Aston 
World Telegram & Sun, filed rave notice on revival by ELT for on 
week only of Julian Thompson's comedy, Results directed by Stan- 
ley Tackney are warming with much of the acting worth profession 
al notice. Max Gulack, Dorothy Whitney, Patience Cleveland were 
rewardingly comical,

"A Life in the Theatre" by Tyrone Guthrie (McGraw Hill - 
$5.95) rated as an entertaining and educative experience by Dol- 
bier, Herald Tribune. Autobiography presents experiences of 
director with warmth and candor with many anecdotes about thea- 
tre people, with thoughtful discussions ofgeneral theatre topics. 


"The Tragic Actor" by Bertram Joseph (Theatre Arts Books- 
$9.75) okayed as survey of tragic acting in England from days of 
Burbage to time of Irving with special value for theatre scholar and 
writer by Rodo, Variety.

"Play of the Week" on WNTA (NY) now in its 8th week 
has had an astonishing record of excellence, approves Crosby, 
Herald Tribune. Week in, week out , for those who have more 
than twelve year old minds, WNTA has been coming up with 
marvelous productions of adult plays. It has been a long time 
since the pure delights of language have ~esounded out of the 
TV screen as they did‘during the Irish Player's production of 
Paul Vincent Carroll's The White Steed. Jean Anouilh's The 
Waltz of the Toreadors was deliciously French and the tone 
was cue of baroque irony. You haven't much of an excuse if 
you live in NY because program is on 8to 10 Monto Fris , 
10 to 12 Sat and 3 to 5 PM Sun, Eventually the plays will be 
syndicated to what Crosby devoutly hopes is a rnuch larger 
national audience, 


90 and 60 minute digests of famous plays ought not to 
bear the original titles any more than diluted beer or per- 
fume can be sold with the brand name of the manufacturer 
who makes the real thing, compl ins Arthur Miller in Times 
TV section letter. The integrity of a masterpiece is at least 
equal to that of a can of beans. When TV spends all day and 
all night purveying junk is it really too much to ask that two, 
or three hours be set aside once in a while for a full-length 
presentation of a masterpiece, playwright concluded, 
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MID SEASON OFF BWAY.,.Glum is the outlook Off Broadway, 
producers reported to Gelb, Times. More shows have op- 
ened, more have closed and more money has been lost 
this season than any can remember, The rapidly expand- 
ing number of productions, many of them mediocre, has 
confused and divided the limited audience, feels David 
Ross, Three Sisters, $1,200,000 is total lost last year. 
Some playgoers have lost confidence because the trusted 
critics have encouraged well-meaning but unprofessional 
troupes, complains Paul Shyre, U.S.A, Off Broadway is 
suffering from a lack of imagination this year with little 
fresh except Little Mary Sunshine , noted Ted Mann,Our 
Town ...Herald Tribune survey counts 34 productions _ 
Off Broadway since June 1 and 22 on Broadway...Pro - 
ducers have brought most of Off Broadway ills on them- 
selves, answers Watts, Post. But this doesn't change the 
fact that it has become a valuable force in our theatre. 
Reviewer's chief complaint is when producers put on a 
fine play badly and then blame its failure on the public's 
lack of appreciation, Occassionally Off Broadway produc- 
ers are not too accurate in their use of quotes, he added,

This way it's like 
a lingering, festering wound, slow death, though she is 
not tired of the play even after a year playing it on the 
road, 


DONT BE AN ACTOR...British government booklet on acting 
profession lists career warnings, details Variety. It 
stresses that no one should be an actor unless convinced 
that he could not be happy in any other profession, Report 
also cautions that there is no certainty that even outstand- 
ing talent will reach the top. There's little opportunity 
for actors to make and maintain friendships outside the 
profession, it adds. 


PROS & CONS BY TMK 


Fiorello! is a delightful, ingenious musical valentine 
to NYC's favorite mayor Fiorello LaGuardia. Inspired cast- 
ing, pointed lyrics, tuneful melodies, clever dance sequences 
combine to form a rounded portrait of the charming central 
character and his friends, Enemies are wisely down in offstage. 
The spirit of the man and the political race captures the aud- 
ience from the start and makes it one of those rare evenings 
you wished would never end, Rarer yet is the good taste in- 
herent in each element of the heavy production. The cliches 
of musical comedy production have been eliminated by the 
brilliant theatre craftsmen .

A Loss of Roses is the fifth play of an established US 
playwright that seems more like a very poor first attempt 
at theatre writing. Presented with a basic situation the author 
never gives any depth to his characters and/or their problems. 
The details become outlandish causing laughter in the wrong 
places. Underwritten and underplayed it is difficult to believe 
that the author and the production is professional.

Lysistrata is a humorless, sexless farce version of the 
classic comedy. Nothing in the production has that magic spark 
that would make it the lusty, sexy, funny joke it promises to be. 
Played as a slapstick skit in the strangest costumes v wed out- 
side of a Greenwich Village party the cast can only act self- 
conscious at the set of costumes designed by someone who hates 
all actors, Compared to the Gilbert Seldes clever adaptation of 
the story, the current Dudley Fitts ' new version" is a bore ,its 
sole blessing being that it is short. The company which showed 
itself to such good advantage in The Great God Brown must be 


excused and wished better luck with Peer Gynt.

Newest Ford, Foundation grants to four winter repertory 
theatres puts it directly to the actors to put up or shut up! The 
conviction in backing this experiment, W McNeil Lowry, director 
of the Foundation's program in Humanities and the Arts, said, 
will come in the actors' willingness to leave the theatre center 
in NY in order to have the significant dramatic repertoire thev 
now say they want. Thus audiences cannot be blamed for the 
success or failure of this three year test which only the sincerity 
of actors, at least 40 of the top ranking talented actors must be 
recruited, can achieve.

Added evidence that the ancient building codes that regulate 
Off Broadway theatres must be brought up to date is the strange 
case of Dinny and the Witches management which was denied a 
theatre license for Theatre One , the former Cafe Society Down- 
town, but under the same codes was allowed to hold previews in 
the same condemned premise until the production itself was ready 
to move to the Cherry Lane,

Two 7 30 PM curtains are promised if the Wed 7 30 PM 
starting time next season is a success. It is hoped that the Lea- 
gue of NY Theatres will sponsor an independent research survey, 
not an advertising backed report, on what percentage of business 
might be increased by two early curtains per week. It really does 
seem a bit much.
